Much has been said of late about the 
Dreyfus affair which is not only interest 
ing to Frenchmen but the world at 
large. No other subject of the day is per- 
hap quite as fascinating, either. It illus- 
trates clearly the peculiar conditions ex- 
isting in the French Republic and 
demonstrates that up ta a few weeks ago 
the army and not the civil laws zovern- 
ed the people of France.

>, When Paty du Clam was promoted | 
ijn 61894 for catching and convicting 
Dreyfus, Col, Piequart became the head 
of the intelligence bureau. Ile was dis- 
missed for collecting proofs that showed ; 
or tunded to show that the Ranierenst | 
was in the handwriting of the French 
spy Esterhazy, and that Esterhazy had. 
sold French vecrets to the Germans and 
the Italians both before and after Drey- 
fus was arrested and imprisoned. 

“o, Lhe explanation pnt forward by 
the army and the government for Mster 
hazy’s published letters denouncing 
France and for his selling secrets is that. 
he did it in ¢he regular course of his 
vusiness, the better to get hold of the 
secrets of other governments. ‘The expla 
pation of the resemblance of the hand- 
writing of the bordereau to Isterhazy's 
handwriting is that Dreyfus, knowing 
Esterbazy’s busineas, imitated his hand- 
writing the better to conceal himecif. 

‘7, Thearmy and the goverament have 
alleged from the first that there is other 
evidence against Dreyfus, which can in 
no Circumstiuce be disclosed for ‘praye 
reasons of state.” ‘They ailege that these 
reasons are 80 grave that any uct to sup-

Zola’s interest in the case wiil go into 
history as one of its most interesting 
The great novelist, in an open 
letter, accused a number of army oflicers 
of having conspired to convict Dreyfus to 
shield themselves. He was arrested. tried 
and sentenoed to a year in prison, and 
fled from France. ‘The peroration of the 
epzech which hedelivered at his trial was 
thrillingly eloquent, especially when he 
said: 

‘If Dreyfus be not innocent, let my 
name perish. If he bo not innocent, les 
my works perish. By all I have done for 
tha literature of the country, by all | 
am to hope for, | swear that he is inno- 
cent,”’
